tha P.ov. W. F. Brown, Mrs. Kinnoy in- 
troduced tho distinguished speaker. 


Miss Willard began her address by giv-

Away 
back in 183C. tho work commenced in 
Ohio by Uio Hon. Allen Trimble. He 
had beon governor ot the, state several 
years, ncd was father of Dr. J. M. Trim- 
ble, tho eloquent" Methodist divine.
